TO MAKE IT WORK

This is the second. In a series of three art)cl-n in v^hich the author discusses 
how c notional union of Conoolon students might i>c nstoblished to rcplocc NI-CUS. 
Wide-scale constitutional powers would have to be gmnted to any 
national students' union if it is to be effective! AspaAs oi its constitution 
might include these: 

General Council 

1. A General Couiicil,' consisting of- one or two representatives 
fioiii each college (accoiding to population), to meet once before and 
once after Christmas, for approximately three or four days each time. 
An annual conference lacks continuity and requires coverage and re- 
coverage of the same ground before nation is ever agreed upon. Re- 
piesentative-s should have the right to uppoint delegates to sit on com^ 
mittccs, etc., connected with council business. 

2. AU representatives ito such a council muse be elected as such by 
the members of their local students' societies, not appointed 'by the 
local student icouncils. This would thavc the incidental effect of bring- 
ing the national union to the attention of all students. These repre- 
senLiitives must be ex-officio members of the local students', council. 

Rinding Decisions 

3. A two-thirds majority decision of this council must be binding 
on nil members of the notional union. However, on public statements 
uf s'.udent opinion (rather than action), u member college should have 
the right to abstain publicity, provided Uiis decision is reached by a 
ni:ijoii;y vole of that member's students' society. 

•1. Withdrawal of a member university must i'e(|uirc a two-thirds r# 
mujoiity vote of that member's students' society and must await a 
one-year prdbation period before becoming effective. During that year 
the national. union council must be given an opportunity to appeal thi^ 
decision before « students' society meeting. 

Election of Executive 

5. The General Council -should elect an Executive of approximately 
eleven and meet at least twice other than at Council Meetings. 

6. HEadquartcrs of the national union should bcjn Toronto, or be 
rotated between cities where the laiger universities are lo:ated and 
which are near several member colleges. The permanent staff should 
include a hired secretary-treasurer and such stenographers as may be 
nccesî;iry. . * 

7. Memboiship should include at least 76 per cent of all Canadian 
college students, through not necesisarily 76 per cent of all Canadian - 
colleges. 

8. Fees should be levied directly from all student members at 
registration: fee changes to require a two-thirds majority vote of the 
member studL>nts' societies) these clauses to be added to the constitu- 
tions of each member's students' society. 

Obviously, these fees would amount to between one and three 
dollars per student. They should be set to follow a definite appraisal of 
all costs involved in implementing the jiennanent program, convening 
general councils and maintaining central h^^d-n^JiTters, etc . . . l/ocal 
student councils should not have to budget for any expenses connectcji 
with the national union, e.g. as in travel representatives to meetings. 
No Other Organization 
!). No other national students' association should be permrtted to 
claim to be repiLscntalive of "Canadian students". 

10. A "nun-politi;al" clause, such as is at present in the NFCUS 
Constitution, may seem advisable.

between this idea of a national students' union and that of a national 
confederation. The difference lies in the division of powers. NFCUS 
may be likened to an annual •get-together of the provincial govern- 
ments, Avithout any federal government existing. Tl>e national union 
would be a kind of student federal government with direct representa- 
tion from, services for and power over Canadian students as a whole. 
I believe that only tliis kind of government can be effective and rcpre 
scntative. NFCUS has not <this kind of government and ihas given little 
indication that it recognizes any need for one.
